Hugh J. O’Donovan’s Tam O’Shan- 
ter led M. J. Daly’s Rouge Catalan 
down the stretch for the second suc- 
cessive time at a Maryland track as 
the 8-day Cumberland Fair Associa- 
tion Meeting got under way last 
Tuesday, August 6. Though Rouge 
Catalan hung up a new track mark 
at Bel Air when that Harford County 
track rang down its curtain last 
Saturday, Tam O'Shanter had _ pre- 
viously scored over the Daly gelding, 
on July 31, and consequently the son 
of Shrewd King or Southhannan 
went to the post in Tuesday’s 2 mile 
claiming affair the favorite of an 
8-horse field. 


R. C. Waple’s War Port made most 
of the running, being sent to the 
front by Jockey Cruz at the start. 
Robert Riticor’s Flashing Steel went 
after the pacemaker in the opening 
mile, but could not get within strik- 
ing distance, as the War Whoop 
gelding continued to increase his 
advantage by 8 lengths or more, 
while Jockey Brooks allowed Tam 
O'Shanter to follow along unhurried 
until the final stages. Rouge Catalan 
dropped far back and had difficulty 
closing ground in the final rush. 

All eight starters completed the 
course, with Tam O'Shanter, who 
had begun to move up about midway 
of the race, closing strongly under 
a drive and turning back War Port 
after negotiating the final fence. The 
latter was weakening after his gruel- 
ling pace, but held on well enough 
to outfinish Rouge Catalan who made

One and 1-5 seconds 
were knocked off the previous track 
record of 4.18 2-5 on the last day 
of the meeting when Rouge Catalan, 
owned and trained by M. J. Daly, 
led D. B. Barrows’ mare Quaker- 
street under the wire in the Saga- 
more Farm Handicap by a_ short 
half-length. Mrs. James A. Michael's 
Justa Bud was third over J. Fred 
Adams, Jr.’s Jacamar, while J. H. 
C. Forbes’ Axacan, winner of two 
Straight earlier in the meeting, 
found the 157 pounds allotted him 
as favorite too much and finished 
well back of the van. 


Rouge Catalan, having run second 
and third in his two previous starts 
at this track, and having scored once 
on the flat at Charles Town in June, 
stepped confidently to the front with 
Jockey Howard from the start ana 
alternated in setting and forcing the 
pace, as Quakerstreet raced along 
with him, followed by H. Howard's 
Fire Light who only lost his rider 
Jockey Mitchell a short distance 
from home. The race brought to a 
sad end the career of Gordon C.

In marked contrast to last year’s 
opening night at the Saratoga Sales, 
Fasig-Tipton Company closed the 
first night of the 1940 yearling ven- 
due last Friday, August 2, with 48 
colts and fillies having brought a 
total of $36, 875, an average of $768. 
It will be recalled that the results of 
the opening night a year ago, when 
Grayson and Holly Beach consign- 
ments sold, were nearly twice that 
high. That night 46 yearlings 
brought a total of $66,400 and aver- 
uged $1,445 

Middleburg consignor Colin Mac- 
Leod, Jr., twice received the high 
price of the evening last Friday when 
two of his colts, a bay by *Quatre 
Bras Il-Tehani, by *Carlaris and a 
bay by *Belfonds-Home Time, by 
High Time, brought $2,500 each. The 
former went to Paragon Stable of 
New York and the latter to Selby 
surch. The next high price was 
brought by a colt from the consign- 
ment of Kentuckian L. A. Moseley. 
This son of *Carlaris-Neil McDonald, 
by High Cloud was bought by Gustav 
Ring for $2,100. 

Few others in the sale brought 
prices of more than three figures. 
A gray filly by *Belfonds-Jubilee, by 
High Time topped the Montana Hall 
consignment of Abram S. Hewitt at 
$1,600. This filly went to the Corm- 
well Bloodstock Agency. The first 
yearling sold was from the same con- 
signment, a son of Pilate-Climbing 
Rose, by Lofty, and was knocked 
down to Cleaveland Putnam for 
$400. 

Nelson Dunston, well known Morn- 

ing Telegraph columnist reports that 
for the first time in many seasons 
two yearlings were taken from the 
ring because the auctioneer was un- 
able to obtain a bid. Both were in 
the consignment of Dr. E. P. Miller 
one a son of Forty Winks and the 
other a colt by Oyster Bay. Dr. 
Miller’s one other offering, a colt by 
Sun Teddy-Sideshow, by Bunting, 
brought a bid of $100 from C. B. 
Arthur. 


The bidding was resumed again 
on Tuesday night, August 6, with a 
slight increase in totals and aver- 
ages, as yearlings from Labrot and 
Company’s Holly Beach Farm, 
Annapolis, Md., and Kentucky con- 
signments of Creekview Farm (Toll- 
ie Young), L. F. Holton, M. L. 
Schwartz, J. O. Keene, Samuel D. 
Riddle and others went under the 
hammer. The 44 yearlings brought 
a total of $40,975 and averaged 
$931.

Milky Way Farm made the top bid 
of the evening, offering $5,800 for 
a chestnut son of Jack High—Sweet 
Mary, by Dick Welles, in the Creek- 
view lot.

Notes From 
Great Britain 


Irish And English Sportsmen 
Keep Politics And Religion 
Apart From Sport - 

3y J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 

In recent years there has been 
much closer contact between’ the 
Irish and English Turf. Each sea- 
son there are exchanges of raids for 
valuable stakes in both countries and 
each year an increasing number of 
Irish bred horses—both flat racers 
and steeplechasers—are bought by 
English owners to race in this coun- 
try. Moreover, several prominent 
owner-breeders have stud farms in 
Ireland. Almost half our steeplechase 
jockeys are plucky, hard-bitten Irish 
lads, and a few light-weight boys 
come over as apprentices to English 
trainers. During the last war a few 
trainers migrated from England to 
Ejre to carry on their profession 
where there were more opportunities 
than at home. Except for Hubert 
Hartigan, who has his own property 
in Eire, and trained there before 
coming to England, no English train- 
er has under present conditions 
crossed St George’s channel tempor- 
arily to settle in that country. It 
may be that the fact that the out- 
look in Eire is almost as uncertain 
as it is in this country has suggested 
that to migrate might only be jump- 
ing from the frying-pan into the 
fire. 

Even to those of us who know 
(and like) so many good _ Irish 
sportsmen, and to those of us who 
have raced and hunted in Ireland, 
the results of hunting in that coun- 
try convey little more than if the 
meetings were in Egypt or U. S. A. 
The names of most of the _ horses, 
owners and jockeys are unknown to 
us, and although the English Press 
gives details of Irish racing, and 
papers publish ‘selections’, there is 
very little interest over here in Irish 
Turf affairs and practically no wag- 
ering. Moreover, there are no ‘scout- 
ing’ parties going over to Ireland 
this year in search of likely jumpers 
or hunters. This will mean the loss 
of hundreds of thousands of pounds 
to Irish breeders, one of whom, how- 
ever, writes hopefully to me: 

“’Chasers and hunters are all the 
better for having another year on 
them and running out at grass for 
another winter will make them all 
the greater horses. I have always 
argued that hunters and_ steeple- 
chasers are put into work too soon 
and I’ll keep mine till next Spring. 
The war will be over by then, the 
horses will have furnished and will 
be far better animals than if they 
had been put into training or had 
been hunted this winter. I have no 
fear that buyers will come when 
peace times return. There’ll be some 
people with money and lots of 
sportsmen who will deny themselves 
all other forms of pleasure before 
they’ll give up horses. There are 
many in this country who rely upon 
the money they receive each year

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Heartworm Carried By Mosquitoes Found 
Responsible For Many Hound Ailments 


By W. Newbold Ely, M. F. H. 


Egypt has given the world two 
heings that have raised a lot of hell 
(a) Cleopatra who, by the way, con- 
trary to popular belief appears to 
have been blonde and (b)_ heart- 
Although the original S. A. 
girl caused quite a bit of heart 


worm 


trouble in the cases of Anthony, 
Caesar, and about every male not a 
eunuch in every ward from Alex- 
andria to Rome, still she is not to 
be blamed for the subject of this 
little monograph 

Now before you pass on and say 
‘“‘Heartworm—never heard of it 
my dogs haven't got it’’—remember 
that in a cross section of dogs tested 


in Pennsylvania of all breeds and 


in all localities, 25% had_ heart- 
worm. Furthermore, remember that 
Pennsylvania is one of the best 
states in the union for a low per- 
centage, being high and _ relatively 
free of marshlands. Some states run 
over 50% Only recently a certain 
M. F. H. told me _ he had 
heard of it and felt sure his hounds 
When tested over 


never 


didn't have it 
60% had heartworm. Hounds tire 
sooner than they should, are finish- 
ed at seven instead of ten, die of 
this and die of that, and yet a lot 
of the time heartworm is at the 
bottom of it all, and nothing but a 
combination of an astounding ignor- 
ance and torpidness on the part of 
owners has allowed heartworm to 
increase at the rate it has. It is 
something like a fifth column gain- 
ing ground in a nation asleep. 

The places where the heartworms 
first showed up are strange and wide- 
ly seattered,—the others being China 
and Hawaii. Heartworm or filariasis 
was relatively unknown in most of 
the United States up to about ten 
years ago. Now it is in all the states 
where there are mosquitoes, and it 
is suspected in Canada and Mexico, 
vend any of our readers who have 
veterinary friends there would do 
seience a favor if they would get 
these medical gentlemen to . for- 
ward their findings to one of the 
centers where tests, studies and 
treatments are being perfected such 
as the School of Veterinary Medi- 
cine University of Pennsylvania, 
Philadelphia 

More and more cases are being 
reported, partly because the vets 
are testing for it more. The infesta- 
tion spreads from kennel to kennel 
and from one locality to another. 

The parasite is known as dirofi- 
laria immitis. It is a slender, white 
worm one to two inches long. It takes 
three months to grow up and when 
mature is fifteen inches or more 
long and about as thick as a darning 
needle. All of this is, of course, in- 
side of the dog and invisible to the 
human eye except on post mortem. 
This seems to be the trouble with 
our two worst parasites, heartworm 
and hookworm. You can't see them 
until the dog is dead, and can only 
test for them with the microscope. 
If they were something like some 
forms of tape worm, possibly the 
owners would be sufficiently scared 
or coneerned so that they would do 
something about it, as with heart- 
worm, allow their infested dogs to 
infect many others, and he a source 
of peril to the whole comnfnity 

A little later we will tell about 
the diagnosis and treatment, but 
now we had better go back to the 
heartworm and its cycle. It is an in 
teresting fact that the favorite and 





usual lodging place is the right side 
of the heart; it is also found in the 
large vein leading to the right side 
of the heart, and, in fact, occurs at 
times in practically every other part 
including the eye 

When there is a representative of 
each sex present, as so often happens 
in such matters, reproduction occurs. 
The female gives off live microscopic 
embryo filaria or bicrofilaria. These 
can only be seen with the microscope. 
They are very abundant and wander 
out into the pipheral circulation, 
like puppies leaving their parents. 
During these tours they consume a 
lot of nourishment from the blood 
stream. Strange as it may seem they 
do not at this stage increase in size, 
a lesson to all mother Draculas. In 
their wanderings they visit all parts 
of the body on the lookout for a 
chance to change their environment 
so they may grow and reach puberty. 
They get their big chance when the 
mosquito—always blood sucking—of 
which there are over thirty varieties, 
comes along. The mosquitoes are 
vectors or carriers of the disease as 
they are of many others. The mos- 
quito sucks in blood laden with these 
filaria. They are then carried to the 
stomach of the mosquito. Here they 
remain for about two weeks. The 
larvae molt several times, and finally 
arrive in the mouth of the mosquito. 
Then the mosquito bites some unfor- 
tunate dog and introduces the in- 
fected larvae. It is assumed, however, 
that this does not take place directly, 
but that while the mosquito is feed- 
ing, the larvae eseape on the skin 
of the dog at the point where the 
small opening in the skin was made. 
and enter at this point after the 
mosquito has withdrawn its pro- 
boscis 

To make matters worse, it is now 
believed and is well founded accord- 
ing to some authorities, that other 
parasites may also be vectors. Even 
Mr. Charles doesn’t escape being a 
victim along with cats and muskrats. 

As to the symptoms, they vary de- 
pending on the degree of infestation. 
The pulse at the inner side of the 
thigh is often characteristic, being 
swishing or pistol shot in character. 
This is because the heart is the organ 
most involved, and the valve be- 
tween the chambers of the right side 
of the heart is not functioning pro- 
perly. Dogs infested tire readily, lack 
stamina, and some, after a_ short 
time in the field, fall over in a state 
of collapse and have to be carried 
home 

The only positive way to establish 
diagnosis is by withdrawing blood 
from one of the large veins and 
spreading it over a glass slide. The 
first thing noticed will be an agita- 
tion of the red blood cells due to 
the eel like thrashing movements 
of the microfilarium. It appears 
transparent unless a dye is used as 
a stain. 

This method, however, is not an 
absolute criteria because in one ex- 
amination the filaria may be absent, 
and in a subsequent one it may be 
readily found. Most vets, therefore, 
make several examinations at stated 
intervals. One or two drams of blood 
are withdrawn which is allowed to 
stand until the blood clots, and then 
the serum, is examined. In this way 


the blood cells are gotten rid of and. 


the parasite much more easily de- 
tected.

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Editorials 


HIGH JUMPING 








One of the most exciting and interesting features of any Horse Show from 
the spectators point of view is the high jumping class. It is a feature that is 
bound to hold spectators attention, bound to attract people who might not 
otherwise come to swell the gate receipts. The test of a jumping horse over 
6 feet demands immense heart as well as skill on the part of the horse, and 
the courage that is displayed at great heights cannot fail to bring spectators 
to their feet yelling their heads off. This has been proven only too conclus- 
ively this spring in several shows that have had closely contested high jump- 
ing contests. One that comes first to mind is that at Rappahannock when 
Mrs. Haggin Perry on Huntley Glen battled it out over 6’ 3” with the 15:3 
stallion Black Caddy, owned by Fred Hughes, jr. Another exciting exhibi- 
tion was at the Country Club Show at Westchester, New York, when Donald 
Sutherland on High Tide and ‘“‘Micky’’ Walsh on Erin’s Son went to 7’ in a 
terrific contest with Erin’s Son finally having the best of it. 


Here is a really great factor to increase spectator interest, but it is a factor 
that for years almost disappeared from the horse show picture due to the 
extreme difficulty of securing men and horses who were willing and able to 
ride at obstacles over 6’. This year there has been evidence of renewed en- 
thusiasm for high jumping and with the cooperation of exhibitors who seem 
willing to promote high jumping and enter horses of the quality of Mr. and 
Mrs. Kennedy's Little Squire, Brookside’s Brookside, Oscar Ehrhorne’s Socks, 
Foggy Morn of the Schlusemeyer’s and the 18 hand thoroughbred, Timber 
Boy of Joseph Merrill, the prospect looks far brighter for the continuation of 
one of the greatest assets that showing has, the well run high jumping class. 

Horse show committees are well aware of the potential value in the high 
jumper, so much so, that the danger is that it may be overdone. In other 
words, in order to promote the spectator interest, show officials may ask too 
much of the high jumpers and kill this reborn babe before it really gets into 
full swing again. 3ack in the 1900’s there was keen interest in high jump- 
ing. In fact the great jumping horses such as Heather Bloom, Confidence, 
Great Heart and several others who were officially jumping nearly 8’ were 
making the interest in the shows from many spectators’ points of view. The 
high jumping was the feature and when such a rider as Dick Donnelly was 
going to ride Heather Bloom at Bryn Mawr, which he did for instance in 
1904 over 7’ 9%", the whole town, figuratively speaking, turned out. 

There is and there was at that time, no doubt about the interest, but it 
died because the urge to greater and greater heights led to fastening poles in 
an effort to break existing records. Many riders will promptly say they would 
rather ride a jumper over a tight fence than over loose poles. This is all very 
well, but it stands to reason, that when a horse makes a mistake, as the best 
of them will, at 6’ to 7’ over a tight fence things are going to break up. This 
has happened already this year as a result of a tight fence and the impression 
was not helpful to the new born enthusiasm. Spectators like to see spectacu- 
lar jumping, but when the ambulance has to be called out on to the field, the 
dampening effect is such as to turn the applauding public into head shaking 
advocates of the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals School. In the very hey- 
day of high jumping, a check reveals that the jumps were not over tight 
fences. The procedure, instead, was simply to tie a rope to each end of the 
pole and have it held by two attendants on the pegs. The horse making a mis- 
take or hitting hard enough to be dangerous would release the pole as the 
men let the ropes go. 


The die-hards, however, who were intent on world’s refords were willing 
to risk good horses and perfectly good necks by fastening the poles and 
trusting to luck. The result was a gradual slackening of enthusiasm until 
high jumping became a thing of the past to be reminisced upon as one of the 
horse show features of another day. In two shows this year, to our knowl- 
edge, high jumping classes have started with loose poles, and then as the 
competition grew keen, the poles were fastened. If it were possible to de- 
vise a method to create accidents this is probably the best possible way. The 
horse is first allowed to think he can knock them down, and then when 
the jump becomes higher, the pole is made fast, yet who has told the horse 











that this time he cannot knock the top pole off? 


For the good of showing 


every possible effort should be made to encourage high jumping. It is a 
great attraction, but fastened poles are not going to promote sport when their 


tendency is to further accidents.

Continued from Page Three 
for their horses to keep them going. 
Some of them are willing to accept 
for some of their stock barely half 
of what they would normally have 
received but there are no buyers and 
they will have to live on overdraft.” 

Hubert Hartigan once told me that 
he always followed his father’s ad- 
vice ‘‘don’t introduce politics or re- 
ligion into sport.”’ It is because rac- 
ing and hunting men in both coun- 
tries also have observed this rule 
that Irish and English sportsmen 
have been able to get on so well to- 
gether. If those who have the com- 
mon platform of the Turf and the 
Chase could have been left to settle 
matters there need have been no 
bitterness between the two countries. 
It is so often the case that the poli- 
ticians fail to understand the heart 
and temper of a nation. It is this 
lack of appreciation which will prove 
Hitler’s undoing. 

A number of two-year-olds have 
been kept in training in the hope 
that it may be possible to arrange a 
few meetings at which they may run 
but for the time being the Turf 
works have been allowed to run 
down. The intermittent issues of 
The Calendar are eagerly scanned 
for announcements of future racing 
and it was thought that such might 
be allowed for the sake of the thor- 
oughbred industry. The hopes at the 
moment seem more faint and already 
there are those deeply interested 
who are suggesting that a scheme 
should be devised to make certain 
that the future of the best stallions 
and brood mares should be assured. 
One authority writes: 

“If to the more’ successful and 
proved stallions now at stud and the 
younger brood mares in the various 
breeding establishments were added 
some 40 younger stallions and 100 
younger mares the pbloodstock in- 
dustry would be safe. If these were 
selected there should be no need to 
keep any other horses in training.” 

Recently I mentioned here that 
several knowledgeable sportswomen 
—all good judges and good horse- 
women, all experienced from child- 
hood in stable management, and all 
familiar with Turf  affairs—were 
virtually trainers. Lady Dorthoy 
Fraser, Miss Jean Clayton, and Miss 
Norah Wilmot are perhaps the most 
prominent amongst them, but there 
are others. The Jockey Club will not 
grant them licenses to train, yet 
tacitly accepts them as trainers. A 
head man holds the actual authority 
from the Jockey Club to train the 
horses under the charge of these 
ladies and in case of any inquiry or 
complaint he would be called before 
the Stewards. The position is a little 
Gilbertian, but the Jockey Club is 
saved from dealing direct with a 
woman and also spared from allow- 
ing the penetration of the thin edge 
of the wedge which would be follow- 
ed by lady jockeys and lady Turf of- 
ficials. When it is remembered how 
tremendously the number of lady 
owners of racehorses has increased 
in recent years, how large a stake 
the sex feminine now has on the 
Turf and how great is their influence 
in connection with the sport, it is 
remarkable that they have not 
achieved greater recognition from 
the ruling body. There have been ap- 
nlications from keen’ sportswomen 
for licenses (hoth jockeys’ and 
trainers’) but these have not for 
one moment been entertained by the 
English Jockey Club. The ruling 
authority in South Africa, however, 
has fust issued a license empower- 
ing Miss Townsend to train. This 
ladv is the daughter of the late Mr. 
Arthur Townsend, and as she rode

but soon lost it again. We cast across 
the Plains and here a hare jumped 
up, running to Hummock Pond and 
down the Barrett Farm Road to the 
dunes, where Hounds checked.

The 
knights parade on their mounts be- 
fore the crowd gathered around the 
lists, accompanied by children who 
are chosen to act as heralds and pre- 
ceded by the Marshals and a band 
playing martial music. They then as- 
semble before a _ brightly draped 
stand containing the judges and of- 
ficials to receive a fitting address, 
or “charge” by some local orator, 
after which the tilting begins, each 
knight attempting to catch on his 
lance the rings suspended from the 
flagbedecked arches overhead as he 
rides at full gallop down the lists. 
Each successful tilt is accompanied 
by a musical salute from the band. 
The rings are replaced by smaller 
progresses and

The hunt’s staff is well mounted 
with Huntsman Samways’ particular 
pleasure a big bay gelding, now 14- 
years-old, soon to commence his 11th 
season with Camargo. News Boy is 
his name and he came from Ormond 
Young, of Richmond, Va. Another 
of the huntsman’s is Jocan, who 
formerly ran over timber and who 
was secured from Downie Bonsal in 
Maryland. 

Ada ©. Delhi, §8-year-old, car- 
ries a whipper-in and has gone 5 
years with Camargo. The huntsman 
also told of a famous equine charac- 
ter with Camargo Hounds who was 
considered one of the best hunters 
in the country. Lucky Strike was 
his name, by Ajax. 

The majority of the farmers in 
the area are of German and Dutch 
descent. Very few of them hunt, but 
they are all very much in accord 
with foxhunting. Charles Undercof- 
fer is a farmer-foxhunter who also 
manages a riding-stable, while own- 
ing a substantial acreage. The late 
Charles Hensler was possibly the 
most enthusiastic of foxhunting-far- 
mers in the territory, ‘He would 
think nothing of going 50 miles to 
get a horse for a day with hounds. 
He died as the result of schooling a 
young horse’’, who presumably kick- 
ed him in the head when getting up 
from a fall. 

The stalls in the kennels ( rather 
sensible idea under one roof) for the 
hunt staff hunters are floored with 
cork-brick, a very desirable com- 
position, being warm in winter, The 
one drawback seems to be that the 
cork disintegrates and wears out in 
the middle of the stalls. 

Huntsman Samways has devised 
some very useful equipment in his 
feeding rooms, his cooking rooms 
and hound sleeping quarters. He has 
used steel and iron wherever pos- 
sible. In the feeding room, he has 
a special pudding table for cooling 
the oatmeal. This table is about 8’- 
0” long and 3’-0” wide and has a 
side-wise tilt for drainage. The table 
is of cement and bound with strap- 
iron, having a wire-screen covering 
for flies. The oatmeal pudding of 1-3 
corn meal (this ground especially in 
a size a little finer than chicken- 
feed) and 2-3 pin-head oat meal, is 
laid out on the cooling table to a 
depth of 6 to 8 inches and cools for 
24 hours. 

Hounds are fed about 12-% 
couples at a time, with the light 
doers eating first, the medium and 
then the heavy eaters in order. The 
customary wooden feed trough was 
utilized, with hounds brought in 
from their runs and sleeping quar- 
ters at feeding time. 

In the cook room, Camargo Hunt 
has two caldrons, one for meat and 
the other for vegetables. Both have 
steam covers and pipe vents to the 
chimney. Over the oat-meal caldron 
a pipe comes down from the attic 
from the oat-meal bin above. A 
swivel faucet pipes water to both 
hoppers. 

The sleeping quarters for hounds 
are saw benches strapped together 
with edges of 3-16’’X8”" width sheet 
iron. The wooden flooring in these 
sleeping benches was made in small 
sections the better to take them out 
for cleaning. In the summer it is 
clean boards and no straw. 

Square welded steel iron buckets 
about 18” high are fixed in the 
corners of sleeping quarters with 
water piped to all of these buckets 
and faucets to facilitate keeping 
ample water on hand at all times.

“Jimmie” 
got Cat Star a perfectly beautiful 
model 3-year-old filly, who is like- 
wise schooling over hurdles nicely, 
but really should not miss the show 
ring. She is very smooth, a bay and 
with Noction’s personality. A Noct- 
ion yearling out of the Trap Rock 
mare Rockmaid was found to be 
well grown, a true mover and with 
slightly more range than his sire.
